Birmingham, Chicago, Los Angeles & Pensacola 

This Spring in Birmingham, ALABAMA, police stopped a pastor from handing out bottled 
water and hot dogs to homeless people living beneath a viaduct because the Pastor didn't 
have a food truck permit. Do you suppose such Pharisaical cops would have stopped Jesus 
from handing out loaves and fish. 

Last summer in 2013, the Chicago, ILLINOIS, police warned citizens who were delivering 
meals that they could be arrested, resulting in a Salvation Army food truck being ordered to 
stop feeding people. But U.S. citizens pushed back against the too strict policy so 
Chicago's Pharisaical police stopped haranguing food donors, and the Salvation Army truck 
is once again delivering food to the vulnerable. 
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Last year, in Los Angeles, CALIFORNIA, people who felt vexation toward the homeless 
accused those who give food handouts of encouraging squatters. Two Pharisaical L.A. city 
councilors heartlessly introduced an ordinance to ban homeless human beings from being 
fed. 

In Pensacola, FLORIDA, the Pharisaical City Council passed a "Blanket ban ". The pitiless 
ordinance had banned sleeping outdoors while covered by bedroll materials, cardboard, 
newspapers, or sleeping inside some form of temporary shelter. Because of public outrage 
the Council reversed their intention to harm the homeless. 

In Dallas, Los Angeles, Orlando, Philadelphia and dozens of other AMERICAN cities the 
culture of cruelty toward those who are struggling with life is still Pharisaical. It is 
inhumane and heartless to remove park benches or to install bench dividers to make it 
impossible for the homeless to stretch out and sleep. 

Brookings Harbor and Grants Pass 

Curry County, OREGON, will begin fining U.S. citizens $250 for giving food or money to 
panhandlers beginning September 4, 2014. Curry County officials claim they are 
copycatting Grants Pass in Josephine County, OREGON. The problem seems to be with 
Commissioner Susan Brown 's and the Sheriff's Pharisaical annoyance at those who hold 
signs asking for help. 

Curry County does NOT apparently have a list of county resources for those in need of 
food, medical assistance, and shelter. The meagerly two sea villages of Brookings and 
Brookings Harbor are mad at the charitable who may donate more than a miserly dollar to 
panhandlers. Curry County's elected officials think it is audacious for anyone to 
generously give $5 or $10 bills away. The warrant is that Curry County suffers from stingy 
leadership who suffer from a scarcity model of the world. The new ordinance makes it 
blatantly obvious that Curry County is envious of panhandlers' who get FREE handouts, 
while the County treasury is ailing. 

But to pad their ailing treasury by cruel means does NOT justify a selfish punitive approach 
to perceived problems. Fixated minds set on punishments are part of the poor county's 
crisis. A glass could be viewed as half-full instead of half-empty. Had the County viewed 
their panhandlers as an opportunity to find positive, rather than negative, answers, then 
their vision might have been transfixed on recognizing their panhandlers as a blessing in 
disguise. Happy are the merciful for what they see that the punitive are blind of. 

But instead, Commissioner Brown got residents and shop owners in Brookings Harbor riled 
up about perceived over-generosity. The Curry County Sheriff's Office then "trained" Ms. 
Brown's "volunteers" and the OREGON DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
posted signs, put up posters inside shops, and used a media scare campaign about fining 
U.S. citizens $250 for giving panhandlers anything directly instead of funding the 
community. The new law is fear-mongering because of covetousness. 
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Jealousy does NOT bode well for Curry County, because the eyes of the world see Curry 
County as grasping disgracefully for loopholes in the Constitution of the United States of 
America 's (USA). 

The Supreme Court upholds First Amendment free speech. All U.S. citizens have the 
inalienable speech protection to ask for help, and asking implies being inclusive, not 
exclusive, of the right to receive if someone wants to oblige in reciprocity to the request. 
That's the principle, or spirit of asking in the first place. It is disgraceful to fine people 
$250 for giving small change or bills to panhandlers. Such picayune mentality brings 
shame to OREGON. 

Oregon's Attorney General, Ellen Rosenblum and her OREGON DEPARTMENT OF 
JUSTICE, should get whiff of displeasure if the State's counties pass laws that fail to 
protect U.S. citizens from degrading and inhuman treatment. Fining the charitable is 
degrading and inhumane.

Natural gas consists almost entirely of methane, which has a greater Global Warming effect 
than carbon dioxide. The American Gas Association represents more than 200 natural-gas 
utilities that own and operate natural gas distribution pipelines that emit about a fifth of all 
methane seepage. Methane leaks cost consumers $192 million in 2011. It's problematic 
that it is merely "Voluntary" for the energy companies to modernize and upgrade their 
pipeline network. The Inspector General can't currently compel the EPA to regulate 
methane emissions until the Obama Administration writes new EPA regulations targeting 
methane emissions of natural gas.
